The Bidding. 


At contract, South, the dealer, 
would bid one spade, West would 
overcall with two clubs. While 
North has no high cards, he holds 
four trump and a void suit and 


‘should raise his partner to two 


spades, East bids three diamonds 
and South goes to four spades, due 
to his void diamond suit. This 
closes the contracting, 


The Play. 


West has the opening lead and 
while we’ should generally open 
the top of partner's suit, when 
holdings a side ace king suit, the 
king of this suit should be led be- 
fore partner’s suit, therefore West 
plays the king of clubs dummy 
trumping with the five of spades, 
Kast following with the four of 
clubs and declarer the deuce, The 
declarer coald pull one round of 
trump and still go game, but the 
safer way to play the hand is for 
the declarer to lead a small dia- 
mond from dummy and trump in 
his own hand with the deuce of 
spades, The ace and king of 
hearts should then be’ cashed im- 
mediately before either East or 
West have an opportunity to dis- 
cord hearts on cither suit the de- 
clarer intends to cross ruff.

| GOVT'S APOLOGY, 


The Government’s - reason for 
abandoning the rider main system 
was to eliminate waste, declared the 
Colonial Secretary when He intro- 
duced the following’ motion in the 
Legislative Council yesterday. 

“That In the opinion of this 
Council the time has come for the 
‘Colony to-abandon the’ principle of 
the rider main system, substituting 
therefor the principle of com- 
pulsory meterage to dll-house sup- 
plies to which the alternative shall 
be a free supply from street foun- 
tains.” 


On the request of Hon, Sir Henry. 


Pollock, the matter was adjourned 
to enable the unofficial members to 
consider jt. 


Comprehensive Speech. | 


In Introducing the motion, Mr. 
Hallifax suid: 

A perusal of the Sessional Paper 
which has been prepared and Inid 
upon the table gives in some detail 
the history of the rider main 
system and tho discussions con- 
nected , therewith. Consideration 
of the extracts from the reports and 
expert opinions quoted will shoty 
that from the very. beginning -the 
desirability of house supplies being 
provided only :by meter, unmetered 
supplies to be provided: by street 


fountains only, was very strongly. 


emphasized. The vital question of 
waste is prominent through every 
report and with it, in the conditions 
of Hongkong, the absolute neceasity 
of holding a check on-all water 
used, such 2s could be provided by 
the system suggested, for the cost 
would prevent waste In the case 
of house supplies, and the labour of 
fetching it would do the same for 
the free supplics. . 

The undesirability of an inter- 
mittent system for house supplies 
is also strongly emphasized but at 
the time the rider mains were in- 
stituted there was no hope of 
avoiding intermittency, except by 
severely limiting the privilege of 
meters, and by naking the-majority 
of the population of the Colony de- 
pendent on water to be fltched 
from the fountains. There was of 
course at the same time a very 
strong, desire on the part of all 
householders vin the Colony to be 
provided with house supplies and 
the conflict of principles and wishes 
here shown wag met ultimately by 
the compromise which we eal] the 
Rider.Main system, 


Original System, 


It.is just worthy of note that, the 
xystem as originally ‘devised for 
Hongkong was meant as « means 
of inerensing pressure section by 
section and not merely as a means 
of restriction, Ag accepted how- 
ever it became primarily a means 
of providing free intermittent 
house supplies subject to special 
conditions of restriction when the 
necessity arose in the hope that 
judicious management would eke 
out our admittedly short supplics 
through the dry seasons until 
larger supplies were available, 
without interferénce with paid 
metered supplies, and with ag little 
hardship as possible to those who 
remained on the rider main system. 


Confidence in Rider Main. 


Throughout the correspondence 
ind the long discussions and dis- 
putes that took place on thig thorny 
subject, there is to be noted a cer- 
tain want: of confidence. in the 
power of the rider main system to 
prevent the waste that it was 
throughout agreed must be avoided. 
There were however at the time no 
data on which a definite decision 
could be made : on this point and 
ultimately in response to the heavy 
Pressure brought to bear the rider 
maing were instituted and instalicd 
between 1904. and 1906. The ar- 
rangement called for the payment 
by the Chinese themselves of all the 
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costs of installation and the com- 
munity on this account paid a total 
aum of. $222,069.96. The orlginal 
suggestion included « further 
annual payment by the Chincso 
community for the upkeep of the 
rider mains after installation but 
this payment hag never been called 
for and the upkeep has over since 
been a matter for the Government. 
The original! rider mains have 
therefore had a full life and it can 
falrly bo said that the ‘community 
has had value for its money. 


A Serious Waste, _ 


The question of Waste has now 
had twenty-six years in which to 
be tried out and there can be no 
hesitation in stating definitely that’ 
here is very serious waste through 
the rider mains, so much go indeed 
that experience has shown that res- 
triction.to anything more than two 
or perhaps four hours per day docs 
not result in the conservation of 
water, that in called for in times of 
scarcity. Might hours supply or 


4 More in a day means as much use 


of water as a 24 hours supply. - 

From the time of the installation 
of the rider mains the records show 
that in only four years was a con- 
stant supply possible and three of 
those were the years immediately 
following the opening of Tytam 
Tuk Reservoir. For, all the other 
years restrictive regulations of 
varying severity were called for 
and often complete cessation of the 
rider main system has been im- 
perntive. Of late years indeed the 
rider main system has been out of 
action for approximately as long in 
any one year as it has been in ac- 
tion. An. improved system of dis- 
tribution through larger pipes, 
such a8 is now in existence, has em- 
phasized the necessity for shorter 
hours if water ig to be conserved 
in time of shortage, «and proves 
still further that the rider main 
system is unsuitable to cxisting 
conditions. 


Water Meters, 


It is no matter for surprise that 
from the heginning applications 
were constantly made for the in- 
Atallation of meters which. it was 
understood would be rarely if at al 
subject to restriction. Under the 
conditions the supply through rider 


mains was to be the first to be res-' 


tricled and it wns always hoped 
that this amount of restriction 
would meet the whole case. For 
many years meters were yrudgingly 
approved, for exch new meter 
tended to destroy the balance of 
the 1906 arrangement; but Govern- 
ment has consistently made con- 
stant and great efforta to ‘increase 
the supply and relieve the position. 
The more water supplied however 
the more has been used, not only 
ns a matter of total supply to an 
increased popwation but in gatlons 
per head.’ There are 2 number of 
reasong Which foree the conclusion 
that this increased use which is 
very marked on the Island is to 
no small extent 2 matter of avoid- 
able “waste: and 2 comparison 
of the conditions of Hongkony and 
Kowloon—which has the sugpest- 
ed system and no Rider Mains— 
with a comparison of the average 
quantity of water per head used 
on the two sides—Hongkong beings 
consistently some 306% or more the 
higher— makes it impossible to 
avoid the further conclusion that 
the rider main system cannot be 
absolved from the charge of 
wastefulness, And it is to be 
noted that complaints about 
the water supply have been 
consistently -few from Kowloon. 
An increase in the supply of. water 
is of course desirable, but we are 
stil] far from’ being able to pro- 
vide an unlimited supply, so that 
every possible cause of waste- 
fulness must be ruthlessly 
climinated. Our Water = Au- 
thoritics never had complete 
faith in the rider main sys- 
tem from: this angle and have 
long since lost all confidence in 
it, and have consequently for 
years pressed unceasingly for the 
method of control originally ad- 
vised and which alone is automa- 
tic, that is to insist on the meter- 
ing of all house supplies. Water 
in addition must of course be pro- 
vided by stand-pipes which would 
be free to the users but must still 
be paid for in some way.or another 
as by a water rate.

LOAN CONVERSION 
REACTIONS 
Although the final figures are not 
yet available; it is quite evident 
thet the Home Government's con- 
version scheme in regard to the 
Five Per Cent. War Loan has been 
a tremendous success, The reac- 
tions of this plan have been in- 
teresting and are worthy of notice. 
The reduction of interest has sent 
down the yield on all other forms 
of long-term debt, and, correspond- 
ingly raised their capital value. As 
one Journal has pointed out, in 
doing this it has made a huge pre- 
sent in the form of capital appre- 
ciatlon to holders of  giltadged 
securities, and this partly expluin- 
ed the City’s jubilation at having 
the interest on some of its hold- 
ings reduced. After all, the City 


Jis more interested in the capital 


value of securities than in the in- 
come which they yield. 

Another point which cannot be 
overlooked is that the conversion of 
a substantial fraétion of the War 
Debt to a lower rate of interest has 
made the position of the holders of 
other forms of Government stock 
more secure than it had ‘previously 
been.

End Of The Blizzard? 

The sharp upward rise of stocks 
ea the New York Stock Exchange 
on Wednesday, following a steady 
but slow climb over a pericd of a 
fortnight, gives rise to the hope 
that the improvement is funda- 
mental at last and that the world 
depression is coming.to an end. 
The rise in shares fellows closely 
upon and is a reflection of a com- 
forting sign that the long decline 
in commodity prices has reached its 
end. The prices of pigs, cattle and 
sheep have improved remarkably 
in the American market, where the 
recovery must commence, while 
colton, wheat and other crops have 
alyo shown improvement and 
general strengthening ‘in tone, If 
it is true that the change in prices 
is fundamental, then one of the 


longest declines in history has final- 


ly exhausted itself, stocks of cam- 
modities are being used up and 
developing scarcities will begin to 
revive business . activity. A few 
weeks more should tell whether this 
new price upturn really presuges a 
return to better times or whether 
it is just another fulse start like 
those that have begun made in the 
commodity markets previously. 
Just a year-ago prices turned joy- 
fully upward, then appeared to 
stabilise: and by October it soemed 
pretty certain the long decline was 
past. But the world was again 
disappointed us prices began to 
fall. Wholesale prices in general 
usually turn up in June and July, 
owing to several seusonal changes 
which come at that time. It 
would have been disappointing if 
this hud failed to come. Now, that 
it has come, we may view the gen- 
eral situation with more confidetice. 
An upward ttn in farm prices is 
important to everybody because it 
signals u turn for. the better in 
business. When prices are no 
donger going down manufacturers 
puy materials with more confidence, 
merchants renew their stocks. As 
the result, industry spurts, It was 
high time that something interven- 
‘ed to turn the current of prices in 
the other direction, :

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TROUBLES OF THE 
UNDERGRADUATE > 


“.., And thus to obtain all the 
Privileges of, studentship.” So 
reads every student on matricu- 
Intion. To the fresher, these 
wordy signify: untold © worlds, 
privileges [reedom of thought 
and deed, half recognition as 
tn adult, and time! to look 
about him to gather in all that 
there is of culture and learning 
in hfs Alma Mater, 


Coming up from school, in our 
ease “the” beat school, it was this 
freedom that attracted most; no 
longer would we -be under ' “the 
watchful eye of a master, and 
hemmed in on every side by irk- 
some restriclians; there would be 
time to think, time perhaps to find 
our feet and see things in their 
proper light. In school, we under: 
stand that there were bottnd to be 
disadvantages and annoying condi- 
tions, but we saw that they were 
ulways for the best, for our own 
good. Our. masters were. our 
friends, however stern ond unre- 
juxing they may sometimes have 
seemed. But they were our 
friends, and we knew it.. We 
were all bound into’ one fellow. 
ship, our school. — Our interests 
were, with very few exceptions, 
centred there. It was our life, 
becnuse we were formed there, 
even more so than at home; our 
sports, our little attempts at cul- 
ture all began there. This too we 
knew and appreciated. And we 
could work, like Trojans in our 
last year, but our masters worked 
too, perhaps equally as hard as we; 
this only the few could appreciate, 


But there was always a shadow 
of restraint, a Inck of real free- 
dom, It hurts terribly sometimes; 
we could not say what we liked— 
we were not grown up yet, our 
ideas and’ ideals abortive.” We 
could wait, however. Our next 
step up would be to the "Varsity 
for all the privileges of student- 
ship. In the meantime, we kept 
ion working, like ‘Projans, anid 
waited, : : . 

Wo Care still waiting. For us 
the ‘Varsity proved a shattertny 
disappointment. We looked for 
Sreedom and found what ‘had to 
be a self-imposed slavery. We 
asked for a little licence. and 
barely got toleration. Our ideas, 
linstead of forming properly, were 
feut off altogether—there was no 
‘time to think. ‘It is really as- 
tonishing this, and very seldom 
realised by the outside public. 
But the fact remains. In our 
eyes the reason is .obvious; the 
"Varsity caters for the wrong 
type of student and is simply a 
hotbed of tradition and medie- 
valism, . 


ly In The One Rut. 


The student who goes up to take 
an Honours degree must shut his 
eyes to a whole host of absurdities 
and stupidities.. He must realise 
that.it is the slacker who is going 
to have what he himself desires. 
‘In addition to his Honours 
Course, he must set his mind on 
four years’ work, and on nothing 
‘else. All that makes a man and 
really counts will come — after- 
wards, Ideas and opinions must 
be temporarily cast aside and the 
mind concentrated into the one 
narrow rut of his Course. . 

This perhaps is exaggerated, in 
‘the case of the avernge student, 
but for him who is considered a 
possibility of a first class degree, 
itis stated by no means strongly 
enough, 

Nobody, in their senses, objects 
to hard work, but the way we are 


made to work would astonish. It 
drives us right {nto a narrow 
groove when that is the very thini 
we aro trying to avoid. It gives 
us a real hate for work just when 
we-dd not want to hate work. It: 
could be made ever so much bet- 
ter but it isn't, the Scottish Uni- 
versity system being but a sur- 
vival of the medievajism that atu- 
dents aro-too poor to buy books. 


For tho Varsity, we cannot ex- 
press any liking we cannot even 
tolorate it; we just endure it. 
‘This perhaps seems hard when it 
is remembered that in addition to 
six months’ slavery, we have aix 
months’ sheer idleness, but it js 
‘to be remembered also that every 
day of the vacation ig needed for 
recovery, We must yo out, play 
golf, ‘tennis, read, do anything, 
but never give ourselves time to 
brood or think about the 'Varsity. 
We cannot even think properly at 
ali—our minds are quite. played ' 
out. When we do so, we became 
bitter and cynical, which ig not 
the expected outlook for a young 
and enthusiastic student, 


Remedies. 


We hate to: cast aspersions on 
the teaching staff; in all cases 
they” are undoubtedly ‘giving of 
their best, but in some it is indeed 
f woeful best. We appreciate 
their difficulties, but somehow 
they never seem to see ours. = We 
unow that they have to rush 
through a certain course of lec- 
tures in a remarkable short time, 
and ave do know that research 
work is their real vocation, but 
have they ever put themselves 
in the student's place and tried to 
decipher a lecture Hterally thrown 
at the earnest undergraduate? 
They can’t have, : 

The remedies for bad lecturing 
are only tuo obvious. Give us a 
Jionger term with no additional 
work, and above all introduce the, 
most perfectly reasonable and 
most humunc system of having 
Jectures. printed and distributed 
before the lecturer proceeds to: 
expound them. The small‘addi- 
tional cost would be gladly. borne 
by the student. Why this ‘has 
never been done before is quite 
Veyond the understanding, but 
there are many, many things in 
the ‘Varsity beyond our under- 
standing; this is just the most 
obvious. , 


And then there are these much 
Junded glories, corporate spirit 
und culture. Let ug take the cor- 
porate spirit. To begin: with, it 
does not exist, quite definitely 
does not exist. Nobody: is in- 
terested in the ‘Varsity for. the 
'Varsity’s sake. A goodly num- 
ber may ‘be interested for what it 
gives them by way of society and 
athletics but there is never that 
same intimate feeling we had for 
our school. There is never a feverish 
rush for the “Green” on Satur- 
day night to see how the 'Varsity 
played—it is always for our home 
town or old school. 


None can deny this. Culture 
which should consist in taking a 
philosophy, a language perhaps, 
fine art and a science  xubject 
with others, but only as a means 
to broaden one's mind has been 
quite prostituted. 


The Only Culture. 


One form only of culture has 
enriched tis—contact and conver- 
sation with people of other races, 
This is worthy of far more ap- 
preciation than it ever gets; it 
really is’ broadening. In those 
few minutes that we can snatch 
for a honest talk, we see only too 
clearly flhat the other — fellow's 
point of view must mean some- 
thing, and a difference of nation. 
ality, race or creed, nothing. For 
this, to our Alma Mater, many

Perhaps this effort has been 
unfair, We have said little for 
our ‘Varsity, it has all been 
ugainst. But then, we'were head- 
ed “Troubles,” and while there are 
undoubtedly tremendous — advan- 
tages to-be gained, we have per- 
ferred to concentrate on our woes, 
Besides, it is easier to grumble:- 

Now we wait for some far off ° 
time when we shall be older and 
more mellow, or maybe for some 
“cultured” gentleman to wield the 
pen on behalf of our Alma Mater 
and her ideals, oe ed

On being questioned, the first 
defendant told the police that the 
child had been given to her by 
the second defendant to sell. The 
police were taken to 14, Square 
Street and there they found the 
second defendant who admitted 
that she had asked the first defen- 
dant to sell the child. She stated 
that the boy had been .brought 
from Kwangchowwan about three 
weeks ago. He had been given to 
her by the boy’s grandmother to 
tring to Hongkong to sell, as she 
was too poor to support the boy. 

The'second defendant Informed 
the — police that both — ehild’s 
Parents were dead and that his 
hame was Lau Tak, but the boy 
said his name was Cheung Tak 
and that both his mother and 
father were alive at Kwangehow- 
wan. : 
The police were not at all satis- 
fied that the boy was handed over 
by the grandmother. = They had 
suspicions that he was probably 
Kidnapped. They were trying to 
trace the parents through the Po 
Leung Kak. In view of the fact 
that it was not poverty that had 
apparently prompted the sale of 
the boy the police Cook a serious 
view oof the case. They were 
Ratisfied that the second defend- 
Ant was a tratlicker of children be- 
tween Kwangehowwan and Hong: 
kong. . 

The first defendant’ had been 
hawking the child around Yaumati 
and it was in consequence of this 
that information reached” the 
police. .

tunate that the principle of uni- 
vorsal metorage was not-dealt with 
more definitely. at that time. In- 
stead it would rather secm that 
the idea was generally accepted 
asp being correct and the reluct- 


ance to allow meters was obvioun, 


ly relaxed, Tho figures in the 
Sessional Paper reveal this fact 
very clearly and with it the steady 
increase of meters from 1923 on- 
wards. The desire for meters and 
the conviction of the experts that 
a universal moterage ‘system, was 
the only method of alleviating our 
troubles worked together 
now although there are’ some 
12,000 meters in use and new 
meters are being rapidly installed 
yet we cannot overtake the appli- 
cations. ’ 


In 1929 when the _ transition 
atage I have described was still 
existing but had in fact. gone too 
far ~for any drawing back and 
when the impression that tho 
rider mains were to be abolished 
waa making hendway Sir Cecil 
Clementi engaged in Counci} that 
the system would not be abolished 
without an opportunity for public 
discussion. Even then however 
the conclusion wars foregone and 
the discussion could hardly have 
been more than ‘a facing of the 
facts and an explanation. It is 
hardly to be wondered that .the 
Government in 1982 definitely ac- 
cepted the principle of the aboli- 
lion of rider mains and, the sub- 
stitution of universal meterage, a 
decision which they found was 
forced on them by the position as 
it then existed and was entirely 
inevituble in the face of the his- 
tory of the water supply since 
19033. 

Gavernment’s Apology. 

It was so inevitable indeed, 
that. Sir Cecil’s promise was over- 
looked; the Government’ was at 
fault in this matter, but the error 
can hardly be said to have affected 
the pdlicy to be adopted. . An 
apology from the Government for 
the omission is called for, but I 
would put it to the Council that 
the pressure of facts was Such 
as allowed little room for dif- 
ference of opinion. 


The acceptance by the Govern- 
ment of the principle of universal 
meterage and the effort to meet 
the heavy demand for meters has 
resulted temporarily in an unfor- 
tunate position which however it 
is hoped will very shortly be 
righted. Meters have in very 
many cases owing to pressure of 
the demand and the delay and. ex- 
pense that’ connexion -with the 
principal mains would have in- 
volved been installed by interpos- 
ing them on the house connexions 
from the rider mains, with the re- 
sult that it was no longer-possible 
to bring the -sections concerned 
into use on the rider main prin- 
ciple. In such cases the rider 
main connexions to the unmeter- 
ed houses have been removed and 
we are therefore now in the posi- 
tion of being unuble to restore 
the rider mains as they originally’ 
stood in these sectiong without in- 
curring the expense and delay of 
restoring these connexions. In all 
there are some 2,600 cases’ of 
houses disconnected in this man- 
ner from the rider maing and 685 
applications for meters have been 
received from those coficerned, It 
would seem therefore that some 
2,000 of those so concerned have 
not yet found: it worth while to 
apply for a metered supply to their 
houses. In deciding to place 
meters on the rider main con- 
nexions the Public Works Depart- 
ment had to consider not only the 
speed .at which the work could be 
done but also'the expense ‘and in- 
convenience involved in making 
new connexions with the’ prin- 
cipal mains.’ Meters could be 
placed on rider main connexions 
in most cases without opening the 
roads... Honourable Members can 
well picture the state of our 
rstreets if they had had to be open- 
ed in 600 separate places to in- 
stall the G00 meters which have 
been granted in the lost four 
months.

No Special Concession. 


The Director of Public Works: 
The Government secs no reason to 
grant a special concession to rider 
main -areas at the expense of 
metered areas, when it fa propared 
to grant meters as quickly as tho 
work can bo carried out to all 
householders who apply for them. 
The Water position has subsequent- 
ly iniproved to such an extent that | 
it has become possible to open 
some of the rider main - areas 
without detriment to the metered 
areas, and this has now been done, 
There remnin certain rider main ' 
areas in which it has not been pos- 
sible: to reintroduce the old rider 
main system. This matter forms 
the subject of a motion to be intro- 
duced by the Colonial Seerctury 
this afternoon.

Comprehentiive Speech. 


, rt 

In introducing the motion, Mr. 
Hallifax said: 

A perusal of the Sessional Paper 
Which has been prepared and laid 
upon the table’ gives in some detail 
the history of the rider main 
system and. the discussions con- 
nected therewith. Consideration 
of the extracts from the reports and 
expert opinions quoted will show 
that from the very bexinning the 
desirability of house supplies being 
provided only by meter, unmetered 
supplies to be provided by street 
fountains only, was very strongly 
emphasized. The vital question of 
waste is prominent through every 
report and with it, in the conditions 
of Hongkong, the absolute necessity 
of holding 2 check on all water 
used, such as contd be provided by 
the system suggested, for the cost 
would prevent waste in the case 
of house suppli¢s, and the labour of 
fetching it would do the samel for 
the free supplies. 

The undesirability of an inter- 
mittent system for house supplies 
is also strongly emphasized but at 
the time the rider mains were in- 
stituted there was no hope of 
avoiding intermittency, exeept by 
severely limiting the privilege of 
meters, and by making the majority 
of the population of the Colony de- 
pendent on water to be fetched 
from the fountains.. There was of 
course at the sume time a very 
strong desire on the part of all 
houscholders in’ the Colony to be 
provided with house supplics and 
the conflict of principles and wishes 
here shown was met ultimately by 
the compromise which we call the 
Rider Main system, 


Original System. 


It ix just worthy of note that, the 
system as originally devised for 
Hongkong was meant us a means 
of- increasing pressure! seclion by 
section and not merely as a means 
of restriction. As accepted how- 
ever it became primarily a means 
of providing free «intermittent 
house supplies subject to special 
conditions of restrietion when the 
necessity arose in the hope that 
judicioug management would eke 
out our admittedly short supplies 
through the dry seasons — until 
larger supplies were ayatlable, 
without interference with paid 
metered supplies, and with ay little 
hardship as possible to those who 
remnined on the rider main system, 


Confidence in Rider Main. 


Throughout the’ correspondence 
and the long discussions and dis- 
putes that took place on this thorny 
subject, there is to be noted a cer- 
tain want ‘of confidence fn the 
power of the rider main system to 
prevent the waste that it was 
throughout agreed must be avoided, 
There were however at the time no 
datn on which a definite decision 
could be made on this point and 
ultimately in response to the henvy 
pressure brought to bear the rider 
maing were instituled and installed 
between 1904 und 1906. The ar- 
rangement called for the payment 
by the, Chinese themselves of all the

sum of $222,069.96. The original 
suggestion Included no further 
annual payment by the Chinese 
community for the upkeep of the 
rider mains after installation but 
this payment hag never been called 
for, nnd the upkeep has ever since 
been a matter for the Government. 
The original rider nt&ains have 
therefore had a full life and it can 
fairly be said that the community 
has had value for its money, 


A Serlous Waste. 


: " “a 
The question of waste has now |: 


had twenty-six years in which to 
be tried out nnd there can be no 
hesitation in stating definitely. that 
here is very serious waste through 
the rider mains, so much so indeed 
that experience has shown that res- 
triction to anything more than two 
or perhaps four hours per day does 


_not result in the conservation of |; 


water that ix called for in times of 
searcity. Eight hours supply or 
more in a day menns as much use 
of water as a 24 hours supply. 

From the time of the installation 
of the rider mains the records show 
that in only four years was n con- 
stant supply possible and three of 
those were the years immediately 
following the opening of Tytam 
Tuk Reservoir. For all the other 
yenrs restrictive reguintions of 
varying severity were called for 
and often complete cessation of the 
rider main system has been im- 
perative. Of late years indeed the 
rider main system has been out of 
netion for approximately as long in 
any one year ns it has been in ac- 
tion. An improved system of dis- 
tribution through larger pipes, 
stich as is now in existence, has em- 
phasized the necessity for shorter 
hours if »water is to be conserved 
in time of shortage, and prover 
still further that the rider main 
system is Unsuitable to existing 
conditions. 


Water Meters. 


It is no matter for surprise that 
from the beginning applications 
were constantly made for the in- 
stulation of meters which it was 
understood would be rarely if at ajl 
subject to restriction. Under the 
conditions the-supply through rider 
maing was to be the first to be res- 
tricted and it was always hoped 
that this amount of restriction 
would meet the whole case. For 
many yeurs meters were grudgingly 
npproved, for cach new meter 
tended to destroy the balanee of 


‘the 1906 arrangement; but Govern- 


ment has consistently made con- 
stant and great efforts to increase 
the supply and relieve the position. 
The more water supplied however 
the more has been used, not only 
as a matter of total supply to an 
increased population but in gallons 
per head. There are a number of 
reasong which foree the conclusion 
that this increased use which is 
very marked on the Island is to 
no small extent a matter of avoid- 
able waste: and a comparison 
ofthe conditions of Hongkong and 
Kowloon—which has the suygest- 
ed system: and no Rider Mains— 
with a comparison of the average 
quantity of water per head used 
on the two sides—Hongkony being 
consistently some 30¢7 or more the 
higher— makes Vit -impossible to 
avoid the further conclusion that 
the rider main system cannot be 
absolved from the charge of 
wastefulness. And it is to be 
noted that complaints about 
the water supply have © been 
consistently few from Kowloon. 
An Increase in the supply of water 
is of course desirable, butiwe kre 
still far from being able to pro- 
vide an unlimited supply, so that 
every possible cause of waste- 
fulness must be . ruthlessly 
eliminated. Our Water + Au- 
thoritics | never had complete 
faith in the rider main sys- 
tem from this angle and have 
long since lost all confidence in 
it, and have consequently for 
years pressed unceasingly for the 
method of control originally ad- 
vised and which alone is automa- 
tic, that ia to insist on the meter- 
ing of all house supplies. Water 
in addition must of course be pro- 
vided by stand-pipes which would 
he free to the users but must still 
be paid for in some way or another 
as by a water rate.

LOAN CONVERSION 
REACTIONS 


’ Although the final figures are not 
yet available, it is quite evident 
that the Home Government’s con- 
version scheme in regard to the 
Five Per Cent. War Loan ‘has’ been 
n tremendous success. The reac- 
tions of this plan have been 
teresting and are worthy of notice. 
The reduction of interest has sent 
down the yield on all other forms 
of long-term debt, and correspond- 
ingly raised their capital value, AS 
one Journal has pointed out, in 
doing this it has made a huge pre- 
sent in the form of capital appre- 
ciutlon to holders’ of gilt-edged 
securities, und this partly explain- 
ed the City’s jubilation at having 
the interest on some of ita hold- 
ings reduced. After all, the City 
is more interested in the capital 
value of securities than in the in- 
come which they yield. , 
Another point which cannot be 
‘overlooked is that the conversion of 
a substantial fraction of tho War 
Debt to a lower rate of interest haa 
made the position of the holders of 
other forms of Government _ stock 
more secure than it had previously 
been. There have not been want- 
ing critics ready to suggest ‘that in 
the fuce of tho fall in prices and 
the consequent inflation of tho real 
commodity-burden of the Natlonal 
Debt und other fixed interest-bear- 
ing obligations, there ought to be 
a. genoral scaling down of debt In- 
terest, at any rate unless concerted 
steps are taken to bring back world 
prices to o higher level. Thoso 
who arguo thus contend that it is 
inequitable for the rentiors to draw 
a huge advantage from the world’s 
advorsity, and that rellof to 
to debtors could bo an important 


in- 


the new 34% per cents., fae 
special taxntion of it, would bo a 
preach of- faith, and furthor, that 
the, interest on other loans tannot 
bo sealed down, or subjected to 
special taxation, apart. from the 
3% per cents.” Accordingly, the 
renticra aro confident that Mr. 
Chamberlain, while he is for the 
moment ‘saving tho taxpayers 
money, is at the same time defend- 
ing them against possible attacks 
in the future, In taking this veiw 
of the situation, the renticra are. 
undoubtedly correct. Mr. Cham-

them against the advocates of 
“spoliation”’—for so they regard 
those, who urge that rentier claims 
ought to be scaled down to balan.c 
the fall in pricej—he has done, and 
their securities have become the 
more valuable because of his ac- 
tion. 4 

. One fact, however, must bo 
‘borne in mind.’ It is that even 
after conversion, the total burden 
of the War Debt remains intoler- 
ably high—an obviously excessive 
toll in goods and services upon the 
income of the nation. To quote 
lending review, the case for a 
drastic reduction of this colossal 
burden fg every bit a3 strong as the 
ease for a scaling-down of inter- 
national debts—for example, as the 
European claim that | America 
should renounce her contractual 
rights under the various war debts 
settlements. If international debts 
are strangling world trade, internal 
debts are no less responsible for 
strangling national production, and 
for forcing taxation up to a height 
which would be bearable only if the 
procecds were being put to good 
productive use. 


End Of The Blizzard? 

The sharp upward rise of stocks 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
on Wednesday, following a steady 
but slow climb over a period of a 
fortnight, gives rise to the 
that the improvement is funda- 
mental at last and that the world 
depression is coming to an end. 
The rise in shares follows closely 
upon and is a reflection of 2 com- 
forting sigu that the long decline 
in commodity prices has reached its 
end. The prices of pigs, cattle and 
sheep haye improved remarkably 
in-the American market, where the 
recovery must commence,. while 
cotton, wheat and other crops have 
also shown improvement and a 
general strengthening in tone. If 
it is true that the change in prices 
is fundamental, then one of the 
longest declines in history has final- 
Jy exhausted itself, stocks of com- 
modities are being-used ‘up and 
developing scarcities will begin to 
revive business activity. A few 
weeks more should tell’ whether this 
new price upturn really presages a 
return to better times or whether 
it‘is just another false start like 
those that have begn made‘in the 
commodity markets previously. 
Just a year ago prices turned joy- 
fully upward, then appenred « to 
stabilise and by October it seemed 
pretty certain the long decline was 
past. But the world was again 
disappointed 23 prices began to 
fall. Wholesale prices: in geocral 
usually turn.up in June and July, 
owing to several seasonal changes 
which come at that time. It 
would .have been disappointing if 
this had failed to come. Now, that 
it has come, we may view the gen; 


eral situation with more confidence.. 


An upward turn in farm, prices is 
important to everybody because it 
signals a turn for the better in 
business. ‘When prices are no 
longer going down manufacturers 
buy materials with more confidence, 
morchants.renow their stocks. As 
tho result, industry spurts. It was 
high time that something interven- 
‘ed to turn the current of prices in 
the other direction.

But there was always 2 shadow 
of restraint, a lack of real free- 
dom, It hurts, terribly sometimes ; 
we ‘vould not say what we liked— 
we were not grown up yet, our 
idens and ideals abortive... We 
could wait, however. Our next 
step up would be to the Varsity 
‘for all.the privileges of student- 
ship. In the meantime, we kept 
on working. like Trojans, and 
waited. 

We dre still waiting. For us 
the ’Varsity proved a shattering 
disappointment. We looked for 
freedom and found what had to 
We 
asked for a little licence, and 
barely got toleration, Our ideas, 
instead of forming properly, were 
cut off altogether—there was no 
Itime to think, It is really us- 
tonishing this, and very seldom 
realised by the outside public. 
But the fuet remains. In our 
eyes the reason, is: obvious; the 
‘Varsity caters’ for the wrong 
type of student and is simply a 
hotbed of tradition , and ‘medie- 
vilism. vey 


In The One Rut. 


The student who goes up to take 
an Honours degree must shut his 
eyes to a whole host of absurdities 
and ‘stupidities, Te must! realise 
that it is the slacker who is going 
to have what he himself desires. 
In addition to his TWonours 
Course, he must set’ his mind on 
four years’ work, and on nothing 
All that makes a man and 
really counts will come after- 
wards. Idens and opinions must 
he temporarily cast aside and the 
mind concentrated into the one 
narrow rut of his Course. 

This perhaps ‘is exaggerated in 
the case of the average student, 
but for him who is considered « 
possibility of a first class degree, 
it is stated by no means strongly 
cnough, ‘ 

Nobody, in their senses, objects 
to hard work, but the way we are

mado to work would astonish. It 
drives us right into a narrow 
groove when that is the very thing 
we aro trying to avoid. It gives 
us a renl hate for work just when 
wo do not want to hato work. It 
could bo mado ever so much bet- 
ter but ‘it isn’t, tho Scottish Uni- 
versity system being but @ sur- 
vival of the medievalism that stu- 
dents arc too poor to buy books. 


For the Varsity, we cannot ex- 
press any Hking we cannot even 
tolerate it; we just enduro it. 
This perhaps seems hard when it 
igs remembered that in addition to 
six months’ slavery, Wwe have six 
months’ sheer idleness, but it is: 
‘to be remembered also that overy 
day of the vacition ig meeded for - 
recovery. Woe must go out, play. 
golf, tennis, read, do anything, 
but never give ourselves time to 
brood or think about the 'Varaity. 
We cannot even think properly at 
nil—our minds are quite played © 
out. When we do so, we became 
bitter and cynical, which ig not 
the expected outlook for a’ young 
and enthusiastic student. 


. Remedies. 


We hate to cast aspersions on. 
the teaching ,staif; in all cases 
they ‘are undoubtedly: giving of 
their best; but in some it is indeed 
O woeful best. We appreciate 
their difficultics, but somchow 
they never-scem to see ours. We 
now that.thoy have to rush 
through a certnin course of Icc- 
tures in a remarkable short time, - 
and we do know that rescarch 
work is their real. vocation, but 
have they ever put themselves 
in the student's place and tried to 
decipher u lecture literally thrown 
at the carnest undergraduate? 
They can't have, 


The remedies for bad lecturing 
are only too obvious. Give us a 
longer term. with no additional 
work, and above all introduce the 
most perfectly reasonable and 
most humane system of having 
Jectures printed and distributed 
before the lecturer proceeds to ~ 
expound them. The amall addi- , 
tional cost would be gladly borne 
by the student. Why this has 
never been done before is quite 
beyond the understanding, but 
there are many, many things in 
the ‘Varsity beyond our under- 
standing; this .is just the most 
obvious. : ‘ 

And then there are these much 
landed = glories, corporate spirit 
and culture. Let us take the cor- 
porate .spirit. To begin with, it 
does not exist, quite definitely 
does not éxist. Nobody is in- 
terested in the ‘Varsity for the 
'Varsity’s sake. A goodly num- 
ber may be interested for what it 
gives them by way of society and 
athletics but there is never that 
same intimate feeling we had for 
our school, There is never a feverish 
rush for the “Green” on Satur- 
day night to see how the ’Varsity 
played—it is always for our home 
town or old school. 


None can deny this. Culture 
which should consist in taking a 
philosophy, a language perhaps, 
fine art and a science subject 
with others, but only a8 & means 
to broaden one’s mind has been 
quite prostituted. 


The Only Culture. 


One form only of cultute has 
enriched us—contact*and conver- 
sation with people. of other races. 
This is worthy of far more ap- 
preciation than it ever gets; it 
really is broadening. In -those 
few. minutes that we can snatch 
for a honcst talk, we see only too 
clearly {that the other fellow’s 
point of view must mean some- 
thing, and a difference of nation- 
ality, race or creed, nothing. For 
this, to our Alma Mater, many 
thanks. 


Perhaps this effort has been 
unfair. We have said little for 
our ’Varsity, it has all been 
against. But then, we were head- 
ed “Troubles,” and while thore are 
undoubtedly tremendous  advan- 
tages to be gaincd, we have per- 
ferred to concentrate. on our woes. 
Besides, it Is easier to grumble, | 

Now we wait for some far off 
time when we shall be older and 
more.mellew, or maybe for some 
“cultured” gentleman to wield the 
‘pen on behalf of our Alma Mater 
and her ideals. ; 3

TWO WOMEN: WELL 
PUNISHED 


Vines of $260, or three months’ 
hard Inbour cach, were imposed 
by Mr. Wynne-Jones at the Cen- 
tral Polieo Court this morning on 
two'Chinese women who pleaded 
guilty to charges of taking part 
in the sale of a four-year-old boy 
who was suspected by the police 
to have been kidnapped from 
Kwangchowwan. 

Inspector F. Shaftain- informed 
his Worship that on July 2, in con- 
sequence of certain information, he 
went to 77, Shanghai Street and 
there found the first defendant in 
the act of putting through the 
sale of the boy, aged four. She 
had in her possession a sung tip 
which stated that the child should 
be sold for $260. 

On being questioned, the first 
defendant told the police that the 
child had been given | to her by 
the second defendant to sell. The 
police were taken to 14, Square 
Street and there they found the 
xecond defendant who admitted 
that she had asked the first defen- 
dant to sell the child. She stated 
that the boy had been brought 
from Kwangehowwan ‘about three 
seeks agro. He had been given to 
her by the boy’s grandmother to 
bring to Hongkong to sell, as she 
was too poor to support the boy. 

The second defendant informed 
the police’ that both child's 
parents w dead and that his 
fame was 1 Tak, but the boy 
said his name was Cheung Tak 
and that both his mother and 
father were alive at Kwangehow- 
wan. ‘ ‘ 

The police were not at all satis- 
fied that the boy was handed over 
by the: grandmother, They had 
suspicions that he was probably 
kidnapped. They were trying te 
trace the parents through the Po 
Leng Kuk. In view of the fact 
that it was not poverty that had 
apparently prompted the sale of 
the boy the police took a serious) 
view of the case. They were 
satisfied that the second defend- 
ant was a trafficker af children be- 
tween KRwangechowavan amt Hong- 
kong. . 

The first defendant ‘had’ been 
hawking the child around Yaumati 
and it was in consequence of this 
that. information reached the 
poliee,

Owing to Smoke.

Unfortunate Delay. 


About 1923 the demand for 
moters which had been constantly 
growing was given more and more 
consideration and it is . unfor- 
tunate that the principle of uni- 
versal metcrage was not dealt with 
more definitely at that time: In- 
stend it- would rather scem that 
the {dea was generally accepted 
as belng correct and the reluct- 
ance to allow meters was obvious- 
ly relaxed. Tho figuros in the 
Sessional Paper reveal this fact 
very clearly and with it the steady 
incrense of meters from .1923 on- 
wards. The desire for meters and 
the conviction of. the experts that 
n universal meterage system was 
the only method of alleviating our 
troubles worked together until 
now although there are some 
12,000 meters in use and new 
meters are being rapidly installed 
yet we.cannot overtake the appli- 
cations. : 


In 1929 when the — transition 
étage I have deseribed was still 
existing but had in fact gone too 
far for any drawing back and 
when the. impression that the 
rider mains were to be abolished 
war making hendway Sir Cecil

Government's Apology, 

It was so inevitable indeed, 
that Sir Cecil's promise was over- 
looked; the Government’ was at 
fault in this matter, but the error 
can hardly be said to have affected 
the policy to be adopted. An 
apology from the Government for 
the omission is called for, but 1 
would put it to the Council that 
the pressure of facts was such 
as allowed little room for dif- 
ference of opinion. 


The aeceptanee by the Govern- 
ment of the principle of universal 
meterage and the effort to meet 
the heavy demand for meters has 
resulted temporarily in an unfor- 
tunate position which however. it 
is hoped will very — shortly ‘be 
righted. | Meters have in very 
many cases owing to pressure of 
the demand and the delay and ex- 
pense that connexion ‘with the 
principal = mains would have in- 
volved been installed by interpas- 
ing them on the house connexions 
frony the rider mains, with the re- 


sult that it was-no longer. possible 


to bring the sections, concerned 
into use on the rider main prin- 
ciple. In such cases the rider 
main connexions to the unmeter- 
ed houses have been removed and 
we are therefore now in the posi- 
tion of being unable to restore 
the rider mains as they originally 
stood in these sectiong without in- 
curring the expense and delay of 
restoring these connexions. [n all 
there are some 2,600 cases | of 
houses disconnected in this man- 
ner from: the rider mains and 685 
applications for meters have been 
received from those concerned, It 
would seem therefore that some 
2,000 of those so concerned have 
not yet found it worth while to 
upply for « metered supply to their 
houses. In deciding to place 
meters on the rider main con- 
nexions the Public Works Depart- 
ment had to consider not only the 
speed at which the work could be 
done but also the expense and in- 
convenience involyed in making 
new connexiony with the prin- 
cipal mains. Meters could be 
placed on rider main connexions 
in most cases without opening the 
roads. Honourable Members can, 
well picture the state of our 
streets if they had had to be open- 
ed in 600 separate places to in- 
stall the GOO meters which have

received for additional meters in 
heso sections are boing dealt 
with at once and -it is suggested 
that the owners of the remaining 
2,000 houses should make carly 
application, for meters it: they 
wish to have a water supply in 
their houses.

meters. There are 600 meters in 
stock in the Colony and further sup- 
plics totalling 3,650 are due by the 
end of October in fortnightly con- 
signments from now on: more 
meters will be ordered ag required.
